Brazil’s Finance Minister Os- 
waldo Aranha, in a February in 
terview, refuted all allegations 
that the Brazilian government 
had any hand in the increase in 
U.S. coffee prices. 

The Brazilian administration, 
he pointed out, has always com 
batted speculation in this com 
modity, and has sought to stimu 
late exports, rather than retard 
them. 

If the government had not sub- 
sidized coffee exports, he said, the 
price abroad today would be 10 
per cent higher. 

“Brazilians contribute — only 
their labor and production to the 
coffee trade,” Minister Aranha 
asserted. “There is no place for 
speculation in Brazil or in cru- 
zeiros. The rise and fall of prices 
occurs in. the New York Coffee 
Exchange and in dollars. This is 
a problem that escapes our con- 
trol.”

concerning the export drive are 


| born out by statistics on Brazil’s 


total shipments for September- 
December, 1953, which averaged 
almost 70 percent above those for 
the preceding four-month period 
of last year. For the last four 
months, over 6.7 million bags were 
exported, for a monthly average 
of nearly 1.7 million, compared to 
an average of just over one mil- 
lion bags for the May-August 
period.
